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At the Defire of feveral of our Readers 
(notwithflanding our excufing it in 
our laff) we bave inferted the fa- 
mous ToBacco-BiLL, as follows. 


RIHEREAS by the 
*e A& of Tonnage and 
“i Poundage, made in 
Meeatewe) the 12th Year of 
PML) the Reign of King 
Charles II. and. the 
Book of Rates thereto annexed, a 
Duty of one Penny per Pound, was 
Jaid upon all Tobacco of the Britifb 
Plantations ets And by the 
fame Aét, and Book of Rates, an 
additional Duty of one Penny per 
Pound was laid on the fame Tobacco 
imported: And by another Aét made 
in the firft Year of the Reign of 
K. James II. a Doty of three Pence 
per Pound was laid on the fame To- 
bacco imported : And by another Ast 
made in the oth Year of K. William 
II}. a further Subfidy of one Penny 
per Pound was laid on the fame Tobac- 
coimported: And by another Aét 
made in the 2d Year of the Reign of Q. 
Anne, a Duty of one third Part of a 
Penny per Pound was laid on the fame 

obacco imported. All which Duties 
on Tobacco imported, amounting in 
the whole to Six Pence and one third 
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Part of a Penny per Pound Weight, 
and by feveral fubfequent Acts con- 
tinued, and are now in Force. 

And whereas by the faid Acts, or 
fome of them, divers Provifions were 
made for the afcertaining, colle€ting, 
paying, and fecuring the faid Du- 
ties; and alfo for making certain 
Abatements, Difcounts, and Allow- 


_ances out of the fame, or out of the 


Weight of the Tobacco upon which 
the faid Duties were charged, and for 
drawing back fuch Duties upon Ex- 
portation of the Tobacco charged 
therewith, which by Experience have 
been found liable to great Frauds and 
Abufes, to the Prejudice of Trade and 
Diminution of the Revenue: For 
Remedy whereof— 
——That from and after the 

Day of the faid feveral 
Duties, upon all Tobacco of the 
Britifo Plantations, to te imported 
after the faid Day (except the faid 
further Subfidy of one Penny per 
Pound, granted by the faid A& 
made in the gth Year of his Jate 
Majelty K. William II.) thall ceafe 
and that all Provifions made by the 
faid A&ts, or any of them, for col- 
leéting, or fecuring the faid Duties 
hereby determined, or for making 


any Abstements, Difcounts or Al-, 
Y y lowances 
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Yowances out of the fame, or out’ of 
the Weight of the Tobacco on which 
the faid Duties were charged, or for 
drawing back any fuch Duties here- 
by determined, as aforefaid, upon Kx- 
portation of the Tobacco charged 
therewith, fhall be repealed; any 
thing in the faid above-mentioned 
Aéts, or any other Aéts of Parlia- 
ment to the contrary thereof in any 
wile notwithitanding. And we your 
Majefty’s Dutifolvand Loyal ‘Sub- 
jects the Commons of Great Britain 
in Parliament afflembled have, in 
lieu of the faid Duties hereby deter- 
mined, freely and xunanimoufly re- 
folved to give and grant unto your 
Majefly the Duty and Impofition 
herein after-mentioned—

Charles I]. [intituled, An Aa for 
taking away the Court of Wards and 
Liveries, and Tenures in Capite and 
by Knights Service, and Purveyance, 
and for fettling a Revenue r bis 
Majefly in lieu thereof] or by any 


other Law now in force relating to 
his Majefty’s Revenue of Excife upon 
Beer, Ale and other Liquors, are 
provided, oreftablihhed for peta 
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collefting, mitigating, adjudging or 
recovering, and paying the Duties 
thereby. granted, or any of them, 
other than in fuch Cafes for which o- 
ther Penalties or Provifions are pre- 
feribed by this A&, and fubjeét to 
the Alterations herein a‘ter-menth 
oned, fliall be exercifed, and*put in 
Execution, in and for managing, 
colle&ing, mitigating, adjudging, re-

And be it further‘Enafted, that on 
or before the faid Day of 
all and every Tobacconitft, 
Grocer, Chandler, and all other 
Perfons, Bodies Politick or Corpo- 
rate, who fhall then be a Dealer in 
fach Tobacco, and all.and every 
Cutter, Stripper, or other Manufac- 
turer of Tobacco, upon his own Ac- 
count, or for the Ute of any other 
Perfon whatfoever, fhall make a 
true and particular Entry in Writ- 
ing, of all Warehoufes, Storehoufes, 
Rooms, Shops, Vaults, Cellars and 
other Places, by. him, her, or them

the feveral and refpe&tive Warehoufes, 
Storehoufles, 9c. intended to be made 
ufe of for the keeping, cutting, 
itripping, or otherwife manufactu- 
ring Tobacco, on Pain of 
the Sum of for every fuch 
Warehoule, Storehoufe,Room, Shop, 
Vault, Cellar, &¢. made ufe of, 
without making fuch Entry as afore- 
faid ; together with which 
fhall be found therein, and the 

And be it further enaéted, that 
from and after the faid Day 
of no Tobacco fhall be brought 
intoany fuch Warehoufe, Storchoule, 
yc. made ufe of for keeping or 
manufacturing Tobacco by any fuch 
Tobacconift, Manufaturer, or other 
Perfon or Perfons, without his, her, 
or their firlt giving Notice thereof to 
the Officer of the faid Inland Duty

ing exprefling the Quantities fold or

And be it further Enaéted, that 
if upon In{pection of the Counterpart 
of any Permit; that fhall have been 
taken out of fuch Permit Book for 
the fending out any fuch Tobacco 
as aforefaid, and examining the 
Stock of any fuch Dealer in Tobacco, 
there fhall not appear a fuitable De- 
creafe to anfwer the Quantity men- 
tioned in the Counterpart of fuch

All which Permits fhail 
contain and exprefs a Time therein

The State of France. 


OG here fhews by what Kind 
of Politicks the Minifters were 
enabled by Degrees to deprive the 
French of their Liberties. Every 
Knave in the World would be fafe if 
he could; that the Minifters might 
C therefore live without Controul, it 
was neceflary that the Parliament of 
Paris, the Clergy of France, the 
Nobility, the Magiftracy of the 
Towns, and the Trading Intereft 
fhould be all brought into a Kind of 
Dependence upon the Court. 

The Nobility were taught to be- 
lieve there was no breathing out of 
the Air of a Court, they were drawn 
in to loiter their Time there in Lux- 
ury, and all Kind of expenfive Fol- 
lies, that having by thefe Means 
wafted their Eftates, they might be 
obliged to hang upon a Minifter for a 
Penfion or a Government, in order 
to fupport their Rank; fo that this 
Matter was without much Difficulty 
brought to bear. 

As to the Church, the firft At- 
tempt that I can find, was at a Time, 
that the Court of Rome was embroil'd 
with the Court of France; the latter 
gain’d over a few of the Bifhops, 
and being refolv’d to clip the Pope’s 
Authority in Spirituals, caufed them 
to aflemble, and to give themfelves 
the Name of a Nationa] Council or 
Affembly, in which they declar’d, 
that the Pope had no Authority to 
excommunicate Kings upon any Pre- 


tence whatfoever; that none of his 
Bulls 














Bulls or Decrees had any Force unlefs 
they had the Sanction of a general 
Council; with fome other Things, 
which, perhaps, would not have 
been of bad Confequence, had they 
ftop’d here; but they fhew’d plainly 


by their after Conduét, that they a 


aim’d to place in the King or his 
Minifters that Infallibility, which 
they denied to be in the Pope. 

The’ King took to himfelf the 
Right of naming all the Bifhops ex- 
clufive both of the Clergy and of the 


See of Rome; and that Ceremony, B 


which for Form Sake is kept up of 
fending a Conge D’Elire to the inferior 
Clergy, upon the Death of a Bifhop 
or Dean, is a mere Farce, tho’ it is 
an Acknowledgment that the Right 
of Eleéting is in the Clergy. 


In the next Place, it was neceflary C 


to lay Clogs upon Commerce. 
Therefore moft of the Branches of 
Foreign Trade were monopoliz’d, 
and certain Perfons, for fome Con- 
fiderations beft known to the Mini- 
fters, obtained Grants and Charters 
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Englifb, and fome other. Nations, 
were able to underfel the French in 
Foreign Countries, becaufe they 
were free from thofe Taxes, which 
muft be continued in France, unlefs 
the Government fhould be render'd 
lefs abfolute.

D’Anvers’s Account of bis own Politi- 
cal Creed. 


AVING given my Readers 
(fays he) the Political Creed 
of a modern Whig, extraéted from 
the Writings of our prefent Cowrt- 
Advocates; (See p. 336) it may be 
expefted from me, who profefs my- 
felf an o/d Whiz, that I fhould pre- 
fent them with a Counterpart to it. 
I thall therefore proceed to the prin- 
cipal Articles of my Civil Faith, 
which I likewife think were the Prin- 
ciples which a€iuated and diltinguith- 
ed the Whigs of former Times. 
They are as follows: 

1. That Government was originally 
ordain'd for the Good of the Govern- 
ed; and that the fupreme Magittrate, 
by whatever Name be may be call- 
ed, is properly [peaking the Servant 
of the People, when confider'd in 
their collePive Capacity, the Juperior 
to every Individual, by Virtue of that 
Authority, ebich is repofed in bim 
by whe whole Body, for toeir common 
Proteion. 

2. That all abfolute Governments 


yet it partakes very much of democra- 
tical Principles, and is therefore more 
properly filed a \imited, mix’d Mo- 
narchy; or, if I may fo /peak, a Sort 
of regal Commonwealth. 

4. That as the Effence of our Con- 


B ftitution confifis in keeping a proper 


Balance between the feveral Branches 
of the Legiflature, and preferving 
them free from any corrupt Depen- 
dence, the utmof? Care ought to be 
taken to fecure the Freedom of Elec- 
tions without Doors, and the Virtue 
of our Reprefentatives within. 

5. That Liberty is the Birthright 
of Englifhmen and Britons, which 
bath been confirm’d to them on many 
Occafions, in the moft folemn Manner ; 
and if any future Prince foould at- 
tempt to deprive them of it, as many 
Jormer ones have done, they bave an 
undoubted Right to reGf? him by Arms, 
notwithftanding their Oaths of Allegi- 
ance, which are to be looked upon only 
as conditional, whil? the Prince ob- 
ferves bis own Oath, and fulfils the 
End of bis Inftitution. 

6. That the late glorious Revolu- 
tion, and the prefent Eftablifhment 
in the Proteftant Line were founded 
on thefe Principles, and cannot be juj- 
tified on any other. 

7. That the prefent Royal Family 
being feated on the Throne by the Con- 
fent of the People in Parliament, (the 
firft and bet Title to Government in 
the World) it is both our Intereff and 
Daty to fupport them in it, as long as 
they comply with the Defign of their 
Eftablithment, and obferve thofe Li- 
mitations, with which the Succeffion is 
circumferibed by Law. 

8. That Prerogative is a Word of 
no determinate Meaning, and was firft 
invented in arbitrary Reigns, to fu- 


perjide 
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perfede the Law and impofe upon the 
People. But whatever exorbitantClaims 
may have been formerly made by the 
Crown, under this Pretence, no 
Prince, fince the Revolution, hath a 
Right to any Prerogative, which is 
contrary to Law; or, in other Woras, 
hath no Power to difpenfe with the 
Laws of the Land. 

9. That all ftanding Armies, in 
Times of Peace, more than are abjo- 
lutely neceffary for the immediate vifi- 
ble Ends of Government, are inconfi/- 
tent with the Nature of a free Coun- 
try, and will always furnifo Matter 
of Umbrage to Men of Senjfe and Re- 
freBion. 

10. That all Divifions of the Peo- 
ple into Parties and Faétions, about 
uneffential Peints of Government, or 
Religion, tend to weaken the Foundati- 
ons of Liberty, and may be made Uje 
of by ambitious Princes, or wicked Mi- 
niffers, to fubvert our Conttitution. 

11. That Taxes ought to be made 
as eafy to the People as the Circum- 
frances of Affairs will poffibly admit, 
both with Refpe& to the Sums railed, 
and the Manner of collecting them; 
e/pecially on all Commodities, which af- 
Se the common Neceffaries of Life, 
our Trade and Manufaétures. 

12. That as all Oppofition to a good 
Adminiftration. is undoxbted/y factious 
and wicked; it is equally certain that 
Oppofition to abad Adminiftration is 
the firongeft, vifible Mark, which any 
Man can give his Country of Patrio- 
tifm and publick Virtue. 

It may not be improper (fays he) 
to give the particular Reafons, which 
induc’d me to explain my Principles, 
as a Whiz, at this Time, and make 
a publick Confeflion of my political 
Faith. 

It hath been conftantly objeéted 
by the Writers againft the Craft/- 
man, that the Gentlemen, who are 
fuppofed to be concern’d in it, have 
no other End in View than to fup- 
plant the prefent M rs, and 
work themfelves into their Places ;

that, for this Reafon, they have ob-

Remarks on the Report of the Committee 
for enquiring into the Frauds and 
Abuses of the Cuftoms. 


DL) Graton firft explains the 


Occafion of this Enquiry, as 


follows. | 
Whilft the Exci/e-Bill was depend 
ing in the Houfe, the Advocates for 
it, both within Doors and without, 
laid the whole Strefs of their Arga- 
ment upon the Multiplicity of Frauds 
in the Cuffoms. he Gentlemen 
on the other Side acknowledged there 
thight be vety great Frauds in the 
Ciftoms, which ought to be remedi- 
ed; anid declaréd they were ready to 
come into any Methods for that Pur- 
ofe, which did not tend to the 
fttu€tion of Trade and Liberty, as 


they apprehended an Excife did. 


Hereupon, one of the Reprefenta- 
tives of this City, who is himfelf a 
very great Trader in Tobacco, moved

for an Account of the Frauds in that 
Commodity, for 10 Years palt; which 
appeared, upon Examination, to a- 
mount to fuch a trifling Sum, confi- 
dering the Extenfivenefs of that 
Branch of Trade, that the Perfons, 
who firft farted the Objeétion, 
feem’d to be afhamed of it, and in- 
fifted upon it no more; but the Gen- 
tlemen on the other Side, having de- 
feated the Exci/e-Scheme by their vi- 
gorous and. publick-{pirited Oppofiti- 
on, were refolved to go farther, and 
purge themfelves from any Imputati- 
on of defigning to countenance 
Frauds of any Kind. For this Pur- 
pole, it was propofed by an sonoxra- 
ble Member, that a Committee fhould 
be appointed, with full Powers, to 
enquire into the Frauds and Abufes 
of the Cufioms, in general. This 
Propofition was fo reafonable in it- 
felf, and fo ftrongly warranted by the 
Advocates for Excifes,, who founded 
their Scheme on thefe Frauds, that a 
certain Gentleman was very much 
puzzled and perplexed with the Mo- 
tion. He could not withany Decen- 
cy recant his own repeated Afferti- 
Ons, and deny that there were any 
confiderable Frauds in the Cuffoms; 
or openly plead for fereening them 
from Difcovery. Having therefore 
mumbled the Thiftles for fome Time, 
he confented to the Enquiry, and it 
was refolved that the Committee 
fhould be chofen by Ballots, a Me- 
thod of Voting, which was origi- 
nally defigned to prevent al] unwar- 
rantable Influences -but. what was 
the Conduét of the Gentleman be- 
foremention’d, upon this Occafion? 
Why, he fummoned his. Creatures 
together, in a moft extraordinary un- 
precedented Manner; and having 
told them, ina flabbering Speech, 
what a terrible Combination of all 
Parties was form’d againft him, con- 
jured them, in the moft pathetick 
Manner, to ftand by and fupport 
him againft the Defigns of his Ene- 
mies, Yo You, Gentlemen, ‘faid he, 
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B tures of their own. 


I owe every Thing I have in the World; 
and as without You I foould have been 
nothing, I hope you will not fuffer fo 
goodly a Fabrick of your own raifing to

Having made this notable Speech, 
he went round the whole Affembly,

The Gentlemen proceed to obferve 
that they were induced to begin their 
Examinations with the Frauds com- 
mitted in the Tobacco-Trade for feve- 
ral Reafons, mientioned in their Re- 
port; particularly the great Impor- 
tance of this Trade to the Nation; 
the Greatnefs of the Lofs to the Re- 
venue; and the Complaints of the 
Planters in Virginia. 
fomewhat furpriz’d to find the /af 
Article mention’d, when it is fo 
well known how that Repre/entation 
was obtained, and after we have re- 
ceived Accounts from Virginia that 
when they were made acquainted 
with the Confequences of an Exci/e, 
they were as much alarm’d at it as the 
People in England. But I muft,- at 
the fame Time, confefs that the Gen- 
tlemen had fufficient Inducements of 
another Kind, to begin with ¢dis 
Branch of the Cuffoms; Imean, to 
juftify the Charge againft the Tobacco 
Merchants, that they were concerned 
in fraudulent Dealings, and to thew 
the Neceflity of putting the Laws 
of Excife in force againit them. 

Having made this frank Acknow- 
ledgement, I mutt declare my Opi- 
nion that the Tobacco Merchant;s, in 
general, are not juftly anfwerable for 
all the Frauds, mentioned in thefe 
Papers; fome of which, as I am in- 
formed, were firft difcovered by their 
Afifiance; and others tranfaéted by 
little Dealers in that Commodity, to 
which every Branch of Trade is fub- 
je& in fome Degree. 

It likewife appears to me, that 
notwithitanding fo large a Retrofpect 


I was indeed © 


with the Jarge Extent of that Trade, 
and the great Weight of Daties im- 
pofed upon it; which will always 
be the Occafion of Frauds in every 


B Commodity burthened with them. 


The Committee proceeds, in the 
next Place, to the Frauds and Abufes 
in Tea and Brandy. 

Here again I maft own myfelf a 
little furprizeds; for as both thofe 
Commodities are already exci/ed, Iam 
at a Lofs to guefs for what Purpofe 
aa Frauds are exhibited to the Pub. 
lick, unlefs it be to convince them of 
a Truth, which fome Perfons have 
endeavoured to conceal, viz. that 
thofe Branches of the Revenue which 


are already under an Excife, are as 


D jiable to Abufes as thofe under the 


Cuftoms. 

After this we are prefented with 
an Account of fome particular Frauds 
in the Wine Trade; but they are fo 
very inconfiderable, that they hardly 
deferve any Animadverfion ; for they 
affeét only a few /ittle Smugglerson 
the Coafts, whom all the Laws in 
the World will never totally reftrain, 
whilft the Height of the Duties 
lays fo ftrong a Temptation in their 
Way. 

The Committee concludes with re- 


F peating their Apprehenfions that they 


have not carried their Enquiries. fo 
far, as might be expected from 
them; and, indeed, the Report con- 
fifts of little more than what appear- 
ed to the Houfe from the Commiffion- 
ers of the Cuftoms, in Return to their 
Order, on the Motion before-men- 
tioned. But as this did not prove 
fatisfa€tory to many, ‘who oppof- 
ed the Excife- Bill, they propofed 
Dddz to 
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to go farther, and moved for a Com- 
mittee to enquire into the Root of 
the Evil. 

Now it appears pretty} plainly, 
even from the Papers before us, 
where the Core of the Diftemper 
lies; for it. is acknowledged, thro’ 
the whole Report, that moft of the 
Frauds and Abufes, mentioned in it, 
have been committed by the Conni- 
wance of /itt/e Officers, who fuffered 
themfelves to be gribed and corrupted. 
If thefe Gentlemen could have found 
Time to go thro’ their Enquiries, 
they might have eafily traced this 
Jniquity to its Fountain-head; as I 
am told the other Lif, who moved 
for the Committee, propofed and re- 
folved to do, without any Regard to 
Perfons. They would have found, 


perhaps, that fome of the chief Pofls 


in the Cuffom-Houfe were Patent- 
Places, held in Truft for Perfons, 
who never go near their Offices, but 
leave the Care of them to Deputies, 
with little or no Salaries, befides 
what they get by Perguifites; which 
is only a fofter and more genteel 
Word for Bridery and Corruption. 
It would have appeared that one 
Gentleman, in particular, who hath 
the Honour to enjoy two of the 
reatef? Pofts in the Adminiftration, 
hath another held in Truft for him 


in the Cu/tom-bouje, for two Lives, p 


which annually cofts the Nation 
more Money than all the Frauds in 
the Tudaccy Trade amount to for feve- 
ral Years: paft. Perhaps, they might 
have difcovered feveral other Inftances 
of the fame Kind, which fhoot up 
into various Evils, and affect the Vi- 
tals of our Government. 
Whilft this continues to be the 
Cafe, who can wonder to hear Com- 
laints of Frauds and Adufes in pub- 
Jick Offices? But the Remedy is ea- 
fy and obvious. Let us either re- 
ume thefe great Sinecures, and fettle 


handfome Salaries upon tafe who 
actually do the pubjlick Bufinefs ; 


(which would fave the Nation a very 
great Expence;) or make the Princi-.

pals an{werable for all the Frauds, 
committed by the Collufion of their 
Deputies. This would be really 
fearching the Wound to the Bottom, 
and prove infinitely more effe@ual 
than that ridiculous Proje&, for pre- 
the Effeéts of Corruption by 
an Excife, whilft the Caufe is fuffer'd 
to remain, and rankle in our Bowels. 
There is another bad Effeét, which 
may attend this Praétice of doldin 
great Employments in Truft, and exe- 
cuting them by Deputy; I mean, if it 


p fhould ever find its Way into the 


Houfe of Commons; for as all Em- 
ployments in the Receipt of the Re- 
venue are incompatible with a Seat in
